Whether 
the Turks are reconnoitering and attack- 
ing the passes held by the Russians from 
the north or from the south might be a 
moot point upon the telegraphic intelli- 
en received, but the south appears to 


the most probable direction. The | Re 


General directing the operations is un- 
doubtedly Suleiman Pacha. Now wewere 
informed in several recent telegrame that 
Suleiman was engaged in. marching his: 
troops north of the Balkans—one. de- 
spatch stated, indeed, that he had arrived 
at Elena, a town a few miles to the north 

of the Hankovy Pass, where the Russians 

were stated in a telegram, dated the 21st, 

to be in aatrongly entrenched position, 

of which Suleiman was reported at the 
same time to have made # reconnaisance, 

Of course if Suleiman bad arrived at 
Elena this reconnaisance must have been 
made from the north, but a later tele- 
gram has knocked. all these suppositions 
-on-the-head, and.it.turns_out_that Sulei-_ 
man has never crossed the Balkans at 
all. . The present position of affairs ap- 
pears to us to be somewhat as follows, 

The Russians hold the territory from 
the Danube to the Balkans, between 
Pleyna and probably the neighbourhood 
of Shuma, There seems to be an impres- 
sion ‘among some people that the Rus- 
sians in the passes are isolated, but that 
is not are likely, The two passes 
ocoupied sid fortified “by the Czar’s 
troops are the Schipka Pass. and the 
Hankov Pass, and there is nothing in 
the intelligence received to show that the 
Russians have not been ‘able to retain 
their hold of the territory north of these 
passes. The cutting off of the communi- 
cations of troops holding these passes 
would in all probability necessitate their 
very speedy surrender.. Suleiman Pacha 
appears to be attempting to drive the 
Russians from these passes by attacks 
from the south. Such operations as these 
must necessitate a great loss of lifé with 
very little hope of success, One would 
imagine the easier way of clearing the 
passes of the Russians would be to cut 
their communications on the north. 1f 
the Turks can dislodge the Russians from 
the passes by direct attacks, it is feason- 
able to suppose the Russians would be 
able to do the same in turn’ with, the 
Turks if it were subsequently found 
necessary, consequently it is difficult to 
see the object of Suleiman’s operations, 
involving as they do an enormous loss of 
life, The repulse of his attack. on these 
passes must be something after the 
natuxe of a repulse of an attack on a for- 
tress—not likely to have such disastrous 
results to the attacking force as a severe 
repulse in the open field. A repulse 
from the entrance of a pass could not be 
very ‘réadily followed up by throwing a 
large body of cavalry and infantry on the 
retreating forces, Therefore Suleiman 
Pacha’s répulee at the Schipka Pass with 
“enormous loss” is not very ominous for 
the Tuykish cause, even if true. -The 
fighting at these passes, however, proves 
one important fact—that the Russians
